EXPOSITION. 


Lo the Editor of the Publishers’ Weekly. 


It is a matter of regret to have so little to say 
in behalf of the ‘‘Guild’’ in general, as repre- 
sented at the New Orleans Exposition. The 
publishers, stationers and paper makers through- 
out the United States should be ashamed of the 
way they are represented, and we are at a loss 
to understand why. The trade which this Ex- 
position will surely open up, is one not to be 
slighted, and we predict that the few who have 
taken the pains to make a good showing will be 
amply repaid. 

Among these may especially be noted Chas. 
Scribner’s Sons, who stand first, as regards ele- 
gance, extent, and artistic arrangement, and 
whose exhibit, through the untiring and affable 
attention of Mr. Leavenworth in charge, has 
been the favorite. The Appletons have also a 
a very good exhibit, tastefully arranged, and in 
the excellent charge of Major Nash. The great 
publishing house of Harper & Bros., to the sur- 
prise of all, falls far behind ; and, but for the at- 
traction of its souvenir, in the shape of a copy 
of its elegant *‘ Christmas,’’ which on special 
days it gave gratis to all applicants, would not 
have received the notice which we think so large 
and wealthy a house should have desired. A 
six-foot case, containing, though it.does, some 
elegantly bound volumes, in an out-of-the-way 
place, is all that represents the wealthy Lippin- 
cotts. The Boston houses seem to have utterly 
ignored the Exposition ; and ‘‘ the oldest press’”’ 
in the country, the University Press of Cam- 
bridge, Mass., has nothing to show of its charm- 
ing workmanship. 

Among blank book manufacturers, Wm. 
Mann, of Philadelphia, leads, and Jas. Buckley 
& Co., of New Orleans, foilows, in the competi- 
tion for best, while Barnard, of St. Louis, not 
entered for competition, has the finest display. 
W. E. Simons & Bro., of Richmond, Va., have 
a well-deserved honorable mention for fine bind- 
ing. 

ea Bros., of Westfield, Mass., represented 
by Mr. Barnard, make the finest display of 
papers, ranging from ‘‘ Antiquarian’’ up to 
‘* Flat Letter,’’ and, entering for competition, 
they have gained the first awards for ledger 
paper, American linen paper, and for their paper 
fibre ware. Their paper dome surmounted by 
a crane, has attracted a great deai of attention. 
Byron Weston, represented by the genial Col. 
A. W. Hyatt, has an exhibit of his ledger papers, 
and was awarded second place. The Holyoke 
Paper Co., and Hurlburt Paper Co., each make 
small exhibits, not at all creditable to their 
houses ; while the Whiting Paper Co.,- of Holy- 
oke, Mass., might have displayed better taste in 
the arrangement of their large exhibit of writing 
papers. 

E. C. Palmer & Co., of New Orleans, have 
possibly the best collective display in the line 
of stationers’ stock on exhibition; and Car- 
ter’s mucilage,*represented by them, received 
the first award, and Carter’s inks the second. 
A novelty in the shape of Thomas’ ink, in paper 
bottles, takes the first award for best ink. The 
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‘* Fountain Ink Co.” has the finest dj , 
ink. The ‘‘ Cross Pen Co.,”’ of alas gg 
sented by Garcia & I’anche, of N. O., has gained 
first award for stylographic pen. Leroy W 
Eairchild’s display of gold pens, pen and pencil 
cases and novelties is not only notable on ac- 
count of its capturing all of the first awards for 
its goods, but for its elegant and tasteful ar. 
rangement, and for being the most artistic and 
beautiful display in the stationery group. Mr 
C. E. Jenkins in charge, won the hearts of all 
Louisianians by his unique decorations on 
Louisiana Day, composed solely of native flow- 
ersand roses. On that day, his space was the 
most noticeable in the building, and the crowd's 
appreciation was happily manifested by hundreds 
of visitors who deposited their floral Offerings as 
they passed the stand, until it was literally hid- 
den by roses. Aikin, Lambert & Co. have a 
good display of their goods. The Esterbrook Pen 
Co, have a unique and ingenious display of steel 
pens, getting medals of first class. E. Faber’s 
lead-pencils received first award. Clague, 
Schlicht & Field, of Rochester, N. Y., have 
gained the first awards for their ‘ Shannon 
File’ and ‘‘Clague Document File,” as also 
Janentzky & Weber, of Philadelphia, for best 
artists’ oil colors, in tubes, and prepared canvas, 

In conclusion, while we have sought im- 
partially to mention the notable exhibits, we 
must, nevertheless, reiterate that, as a whole, our 
department of trade has not received at the 
hands of those who should have been awake to 
their own interests that attention it deserves and 
could easily have had. 

There is almost a certainty of the Exposition 
being reopened next fall, and in such event, itis 
to be hoped the present shortcomings of the 
trade will be mended. There is no country in 
the world that can compete with us in our lines, 
and we should not boast alone, but give practi- 
cal manifestation and proof.

SENSUOUSNESS IN BOOK PUBLISHING. 


IN referring to the Osgood failure, George Al- 
fred Townsend, in his last Sunday letter to the 
Boston Globe, gives vent to the following re- 


marks : ‘‘ The failure of Osgood in Boston caused 
a good deal of comment here, and I think one 
comment upon it is that it calls a halt upon so 
much sensuousness in our literature. Within the 
past ten years, instead of making strong books 
and strong meat for the mind, our publisners 
have been giving us decoration books, all burst- 
ing with illustrations, sensuous things, that catch 
the eye and do not minister to the soul. You 
cannot make a literature in your country with- 
out sitting sincerely down before it, working for 
long results, working carefully, with continuity, 
and as other men have ‘made literatures. You 
cannot make literature with magazine articles, 
you cannot make it with pictures. After the wa! 
erature is made your artist can come along an 

illustrate successive editions of your author, but 
I never heard of pictures carrying the author to 
the seventh heaven with them. George Cruik- 
shank, I think it was, illustrated a book on Lon- 
don ; Pierce Egan was employed to wees : 
Who knows anything about Pierce Egan ‘ “_ 
shank himself slipped back in performance : 
cause he was at times indifferent to what he = 
lustrated. Literature will never amount to any 
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thing in this country as long as it is made a 
sort of buttonhole bouquet carried into some 
prominence by a flimsy society. The honest 
characters which should in their interminglings 
make American literature are not to be found 
ground delicate dinner services. You will find 
them eating off blue china in the vales of your 
country. You will find them in the shops, along 
the seasides—even in the jails. There is indeed 
among our readers sturdy and manly consid- 
eration for the authors who disdain to be led 
into publicity any more than Hawthorne was 
when the Salem Sociable tried to get hold of him 
and carve him up like that goose he described in 
the introduction to the ‘‘ Scarlet Letter,’’ and 
which was found to be so tough.
